NHS CUTS PLAN 
MET WITH JEERS

NHS leaders’ first attempts to per¬ 
suade the public to accept major 
cuts to hospital and health services 
were drowned out by boos. 

A crowd of hundreds jeered and 
hissed as a panel of six health bosses 
presented their proposals in public for 
the first time in Banbury last Thursday 
night. 

Under the changes being mooted, 

200 Oxfordshire hospital beds 
could be cut, acute services 
moved from rural areas into 
Oxford and, most importantly 
for many, the maternity ser¬ 
vices in Banbury permanently 
downgraded. 

The crowd congregated be¬ 
fore the meeting at a picket 
outside St Mary’s Church,

Former county

A FORMER leader of Oxfordshire 
County Council has made a return to 
politics - at a parish council. 

Keith Mitchell, who led the county 
council for 11 years, was confirmed 
as a new parish councillor for 
Adderbury after a by-election on

Mr Mitchell, above, narrowly won, 
beating rival candidate Peter 
Burrows by just four votes. 

In total, 528 votes were cast and Mr

“I make no pretence that 
Adderbury Parish Council has any 
significant powers to change the 
world. But it is the closest 
democratic body to the people it 
represents and this is a fine large 
village with plenty of potential.”

A HOME-GROWN network 
of support for the families of 
youngsters with Asperger’s 
Syndrome in North Oxford¬ 
shire has been shortlisted for a 
national award. 

Parents Talking Asperger’s (PTA) 
was set up in 2012 by mother Karen 
Irvani in a bid to find others like 
her then 12-year-old son. 

On March 7, a delegation from 
PTA will attend a gala evening in 
Harrogate as finalists in the the 
National Autistic Society’s Profes¬ 
sional Awards. 

The group has been shortlisted in 
the Most Innovative Family Sup¬ 
port category for its work ‘to pro¬ 
mote awareness and positive life 
change for young people, their sib¬ 
lings and their parents’. 

Ms Irvani said: “In our fifth an¬ 
niversary year I’m delighted and 
humbled that PTA has been short¬ 
listed as a finalist. 

“This is testimony to the hard 
work of all of our volunteers, fund¬ 
ing gifts from private benefactors, 
and most of all, for the children, 
young people and their families 
who treasure PTA as their ‘club’. 
It’s great to be putting Banbury on 
the national map for autism.” 

Since it started the group has 
grown rapidly and is now in contact 


with more than 2,000 families, of¬ 
fering support, understanding and 
practical help. 

Asperger’s is a developmental dis¬ 
order on the autism spectrum, with 
affected youngsters often having 
difficulty with social interactions 
and a restricted range of interests. 

Ms Irvani said: “We’re a Chris¬ 


tian ministry and operate with love 
backed up by our experience as au¬ 
tism parents and collaboration with 
education and healthcare experts. 

“Learning about autism and how 
best to support the families that live 
with it, never finishes. 

“There’s something new to be 
learned every day.” 


The organisation now has a core 
18 members of staff as well as vol¬ 
unteers and is based at The Baptist 
Centre in Middleton Cheney.

Young owner hoped it 
would go into space - it 
managed Oxfordshire

A BOY will be reunited with 
his balloon after it floated 
for more than 400 miles and 
triggered a viral social me¬ 
dia appeal. 

Lucas Muir, four, scrawled a 
message on to a balloon from 
McDonald’s and let it drift into 
the sky, hoping it would end up 
in space. 

Though it did not quite break 
the Earth’s atmosphere, the 
bright blue orb ventured over 
the Scottish border and across 
the country until it settled in 
Banbury. 

Bryan Tomlin discovered the 
frost-capped balloon while he 
was walking his dog on Sunday 


morning, in countryside close 
to his home. 

The 52-year-old said: “It had 
slightly deflated, I just thought 
it was rubbish in the field. But 
I went and picked it up and saw 
writing on it. I thought it was 
unbelievable how far it had 
come.” 

His Staffordshire bull ter¬ 
rier Muttley snuffled around 
the branded balloon in a field 
just behind Banbury Academy 
school - 416 miles from where 
it was released in Lucas’ home 
city of Dundee. 

Lucas had decorated it with 
the words ‘Mr Balloon Man’ and 
‘Lucas Muir age 4, Dundee’. 

Mr Tomlin said: “When I was 
a kid I let go of a balloon and 
never heard anything back. So I 
thought I’d take a snap and see 
if anything came of it.” 

The father-of-two published 
photos of the balloon on his 
Facebook page asking people to 
share the post and track down 
Lucas. It sparked a flurry of 


online interest that Mr Tomlin 
described as ‘absolutely mad’. 

The shares snowballed to 
more than 9,700 in just two days 
and caught the attention of Lu¬ 
cas’ family in Dundee, who con¬ 
tacted Mr Tomlin via the social 
media site. 

Lucas’ mum Rachael Smart 
posted on Facebook: “Lucas 
had the idea to send his balloon 
to space so we can find it with 
his telescope. Thanks to Bryan 
Tomlin who found his balloon 
and all the shares to find us. 
Hopefully [we will] get his bal¬ 
loon sent back and pop it in his 
memory box.” 

In a comment on Mr Tomlin’s 
post she added that Lucas was 
‘so happy it had travelled so far’ 
and even thought that Santa had 
found it. 

Mr Tomlin, who works at card¬ 
board box manufacturer Encase 
in Banbury, now plans to post 
the deflated balloon back to Lu¬ 
cas as a reminder of its cross¬ 
country adventure. 


FI team employees made redundant 

ABOUT 200 employees of the Manor 
Formula One team are being made 
redundant this week. 

The Banbury-based team's parent 
company Just Racing went into 
administration on January 6 but 
administrators FRP Advisory found 
enough funding to keep its 212 
employees in work until the end of 
the month.

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L AST week we 
said that local 
government in 
Oxfordshire needs a fresh 
start, writes Oxfordshire 
County Council leader 
IAN HUDSPETH. 

Our proposal is to abolish all 
six councils - the county, 
districts and city councils - and 
create one new council for the 
whole of Oxfordshire. 

The current two-tier structure 
of local government is costly 
and unsustainable. Two studies 
by experts, one commissioned 
by the district and city councils, 
have confirmed this. 

Both studies showed that a 
single council for Oxfordshire 
would save at least £20m every 
year - enough to fill more than 
300,000 potholes or provide one 
million hours of home care. 

That’s wasting £400,000 every 
week on running six councils 
instead of one that would be 
better spent on services. 

Some district and city council 
leaders have dismissed the 
proposals, saying they won’t 
meet the needs of communities 
and will block government 
investment in infrastructure. 

These are exactly the issues 
the One Oxfordshire proposal 
addresses! 

Councils have been put under 
enormous financial pressure as 
government funding has been 
reduced. 

At the same time, the 
population of the county is 
ageing and changing, which is 
increasing demand for services 
like children’s and adult social 
care. 

One statistic highlights the 
scale of the challenge: the 
number of over 85s will double 
by 2030. 

These are people living across 
Oxfordshire. As the authority 


responsible for social services, 
we are very focused on meeting 
future needs. 

Councils in Oxfordshire - 
county, districts and city - have 
responded well by becoming 
more efficient. However, we 
need to plan for increasing 
demand for all services at a time 
when government funding is 
reducing. 

We are already reaching the 
limit to our collective ability to 
protect frontline services 
without cuts. The districts 
suggest budget pressures are 
only a problem for the county 
council, as if the two layers of 
local government served 
different communities. 

Our ‘One Oxfordshire’ 
proposal is designed to meet the 
needs of all Oxfordshire 
communities. 

By joining up ‘people’ services 
such as housing, social services 
and benefits we can provide 
better services for everyone. 

The new council would have 
‘area boards’ - based on existing 
district and city areas and made 
up of councillors who also sit on 
the unitary council. 

They would take decisions for 
their area, including planning, 
parking and street cleaning. 

We think they should also have 
powers to vary the council tax to 
reflect different local priorities. 

Our proposal is to

fit all 

One councillor would be 
accountable for all council 
services in your area, and take

This is more locally 
accountable than the two-tier 
system of buck-passing. 

The districts also say that the 
One Oxfordshire proposal 
undermines a ‘devolution’ deal 
with Government to deliver 
infrastructure investment. We 
don’t agree. 

Devolution requires planning, 
housing and transport to join 
up. 

One approach is to keep all of 
the existing councils and add a 
‘combined authority’ and an 
elected mayor on top. 

A single council achieves the 
same result by reducing, not 
increasing, layers of local 
government, and could still 
deliver a devolution deal. 

The county council is actively 
involved in developing the 
devolution proposal with the 
districts and city councils. 

But we have to be honest - 
adding more layers of local 
government does not feel like 
the best solution for Oxfordshire 
when money is tight. 

Crucially, a devolution deal 
does not reduce costs or protect 
services. 

If Oxfordshire is required to 
have a combined authority and 
mayor in return for central 
government investment we 
should consider it. 

The Government has said that 
it will consider devolution and 
reorganisation bids separately 
so we can, and will, go for both. 

This proposal is a draft so 
anyone can join the 
conversation.

Only local authorities 
meet individual needs 


T HE idea for a 

unitary authority 
suggests that 
the needs of everyone 
in Oxfordshire can 
be met by simply 
adopting a one-size-fits- 
all approach, writes, 
Cherwell District 
Council leader BARRY 
WOOD. 

That’s great - in theory. But 
the reality is very different. 

Oxfordshire comprises 
more than 1,000 square miles 
and hundreds of thousands 
of people with individual 
needs. To suggest we can 
deliver fundamental services 
including housing, planning 
and employment using a 
basic blanket approach is not 
only irresponsible, it is 
insulting. People who live in 
Wantage or Wallingford do 
not really care what happens 
in Banbury or Bicester so it 
is wrong to put planning for 
the whole of the county in 
one place. 

Even at district level we 
face the challenges of a 
varied demographic. We 
have areas of affluence 
versus areas of deprivation. 
We have people in 
employment and those in 
receipt of financial support. 

There are people with 
children and those without. 
The list is exhaustive but we 
are obligated to serve all 
residents equally. 

At Cherwell we’re proud of 
how we do that. Like all 
councils we are tasked with 
delivering services to an 
increasing population on 
decreasing Government 
grants. But we meet that 
challenge head-on and while 
others have crumbled, we 
have thrived. 

We were the first 


Oxfordshire district to adopt 
a Local Plan. 

Our housing delivery is 
among the highest in the 
country and we’re not only 
committed to meeting our 
housing need, but that of 
Oxford city too. Cherwell’s 
unemployment figures are 
the lowest ever with less 
than 300 people out of work 
and our business rate 
collection has overtaken 
Oxford to become the highest 
in Oxfordshire. 

Aside from the day job, 
we’re taking proactive steps 
to secure our finances 
through pioneering projects 
such as the UK’s largest self- 
build project at Graven Hill 
in Bicester and the multi 
award-winning Build! 
project. 

We’ve continued to provide 
all frontline services without 
making any cuts and what’s 
even more impressive is that 
we’ve managed to do this 
without increasing our share 
of council tax for seven 
years. How many other 
organisations, either in the 
public or private sector, can 
boast a seven-year price 
freeze? 

Oxfordshire County 
Council certainly can’t. They 
have increased their council 
tax precept every year 
despite reducing millions of 
pounds of vital services to 
plug a deficit. So residents 
are paying them more for 
less - particularly when you 
consider that Cherwell has 
had to intervene and deliver 
services which the county 
council has reduced such as 
grass cutting. 

Why did we do this? 
Because our residents told 
us it was important. And 
how did we know? Because 
we operate at a grassroots 



level where the staff and 
members know the district, 
recognise its needs and 
prioritise what’s important. 

This would be lost if a 
county wide model were to be 
adopted. The voice of a small 
village in Cherwell or any 
other district would be lost 
among the cries of larger 
areas. The needs of 
individuals would be 
generalised and the local 
input that’s so important to 
democracy at this level 
would be drowned out. 

Do I think services should 
be up-scaled? Definitely not. 
We need to bring control 
closer to the residents we 
serve, not take it away. The 
county council has 
demonstrated it cannot 
manage the services it has 


now, let alone those provided 
by the districts. 

The county quotes savings 
in a unitary model - but 
these are by no means 
guaranteed and the 
implementation costs will be 
huge. If a county unitary is 
imposed it will mean rises in 
council tax. There is no such 
thing as a free lunch. 

By passing control to a 
single unitary authority 
people in Oxfordshire will be 
passing over control of their 
voice, individuality and 
future to a council which is 
using this proposal as a last- 
ditch attempt to prioritise its 
own needs rather than those 
it claims to serve. 

Frankly the county council 
is desperate and so is this 
proposal.

Public urged to 
fight the closure 
of maternity unit 

A HEALTH action group is urging people to 
attend a public meeting over 'life- 
threatening' changes at a hospital that 
could see its maternity unit closed. 

Proposals for significant changes to the 
NHS in Oxfordshire include the possible 
closure of the Cotswold Birth Centre - a 
mid-wife led maternity unit (MLU) based 
at Chipping Norton Community Hospital. 

Health bosses are holding a public 
meeting in the town today to discuss the 
proposals. 

Chipping Norton Hospital Action Group 
is asking as many residents as possible to 
attend. Chairman Clive Hill said: "We are 
life-threatening distances from other 
hospitals and there is no otherfacility in 
our area that can meet our needs. 

"This centralisation must be stopped." 

Last month, phase one of plans to 
transform services to put them in line with 
population levels and financial pressures 
were put out to consultation by the CCG, 
as part of the sustainability and 
transformation plan. 

The plan includes a proposal to close the 
Cotswold Birth Centre at Chipping Norton 
Community Hospital in Russell Way - an 
MLU for women unlikely to face 
complications during labour. 

Closure would mean all expectant 
mothers would need to travel to the 
maternity unit at the Horton General 
Hospital in Banbury or the John Radcliffe 
Hospital in Headington to give birth. 

If it took place, facilities for antenatal and 
postnatal services would still be provided 
in Chipping Norton. 

The CCG is not currently consulting on its 
proposals for MLUs and maternity 
services. 

These will form part of phase 2 of the 
consultation, which will take place later in 
the year. 

The meeting will be at Chipping Norton 
Town Hall between 2pm and 4pm.

Let prisoners out 
early to ease 
burden, says MP 

VETERANS and female prisoners should 
be considered for early release to help 
ease the burden on a stretched prison 
services, says Banbury’s MP. 

Victoria Prentis, a member of the 
Justice Select Committee, said these two 
groups had low reoffending rates and 
urged ministers to consider reducing the 
size of the prison population. 

The prison population has risen above 
85,000 in recent years from 45,000 in the 
1980s. 

Speaking in a debate in parliament on 
the prisons service, Ms Prentis said: “I 
understand the frustration of the 
department with those of us who say that 
reducing prison numbers is the easy 
solution to their problems. 

“My own ideas of who to release - and 
this is not the committee’s ideas, I stress 
- many of which have been mentioned 
this afternoon would include IPP 
prisoners [Imprisonment for Public 
Protection], foreign national prisoners, 
although we know it isn’t as easy as all 
that. 

“Women prisoners and veterans have 
very low reoffending rates. But this is 
tinkering around the edges of the large 
prison population at the moment.” 

Ms Prentis also suggested that if 
recruitment was a problem, then shifting 
to a community-based sentencing might 
also ease the burden on prisons. 

She added: “If we can’t recruit, as I 
accept the department is trying 
desperately hard to do, would the 
minister commit today to at least 
considering whether we should have a 
shift to community-based alternatives?” 


Protestors turn out in force 
to oppose controversial 
plan to impose budget cuts

PROTESTERS rallied out¬ 
side County Hall as senior 
councillors pressed ahead 
with yet more controversial 
budget cuts. 

Oxfordshire County Council’s 
cabinet has backed changes to ser¬ 
vices for the disabled and elderly, 
which will see the number of 
adult day centres it funds fall from 
22 to eight. 

It will save about £3.14m a year 
by 2019 but families have warned 
it could have “devastating” conse¬ 
quences. 

The local authority insists it can 
no longer afford the current £9.3m 
service and full council will vote 
on the change next month. But 
speaking at a meeting, ex-county 
councillor Ted Cooper urged the 
cabinet to change course. 

He claimed no one from the 
county council had spoken to el¬ 
derly users of the Elms Health and 
Well Being Centre in Witney about 
the changes yet, adding: “You are 
sitting here, deliberating but no 


one has come anywhere near the 
centre. People are worried about 
what will happen and are wonder¬ 
ing how on earth they will cope 
with the changes to the transport 
system. 

“Before they get on a bus they 
will have to book on a county coun¬ 
cil system - but for some people 
that kind of thing is a nightmare.” 

Rachael Scott-Hunter, who cares 
for her severely disabled daughter 


Alexandra, also warned that mov¬ 
ing centres and changing support 
staff would make some people “ex¬ 
tremely anxious”. 

Cabinet member for adult social 
care Judith Heathcoat said she 
had listened to concerns and was 
confident the service would still 
support the most vulnerable. 

Under the proposals, the service 
would be run from eight centres in 
Abingdon, Banbury, Bicester, Did- 


cot, Oxford, Wallingford, Witney 
and Wantage. After its public con¬ 
sultation, the council has pledged 
about £225,000 more than origi¬ 
nally suggested, which includes 
extra grant funding for charities 
to bid for, as well as about £650,000 
of “transition funding” to help ex¬ 
isting services adjust. 

Kate Terroni, director of adult 
services, said the council would 
speak to everyone affected by the 
changes. She added: “We know we 
have to manage the transition in¬ 
credibly carefully” 

It came as parents demonstrated 
outside County Hall in support 
of Donnington Doorstep, a fam¬ 
ily support centre which faces a 
£60,000 cut to its budget. 

The cash previously came from 
the children’s centres budget, but 
this is being cut by £6m as part of 
a reorganisation. 

Outside County Hall, parents 
sung nursery rhymes and held 
banners in support of the charity, 
which helps people with parent¬ 
ing, as well as financial issues and 
drug and alcohol addictions, call¬ 
ing for it to be given “transition” 
money. Its independent trust has 
asked for £40,000 to help it become 
self-sufficient. 

The county council will vote on 
changes to day centres at a meet¬ 
ing on February 14.

A TOWN centre bus ser¬ 
vice that was threatened 
with closure has been 
saved after a new operator 
stepped in.

Last June, the service was 
taken over on a trial basis by 
Go Ride, which is based in 
Abingdon, after being cut by

Doctors and survivors join 
forces to highlight the 
importance of smear tests

CERVICAL cancer survivors 
have urged women to take five 
minutes to potentially save 
their lives by being screened for 
the disease. 

It comes as new figures showed 
almost a third of younger women 
in Oxfordshire were not tested in 
2015/16. 

As part of Cervical Cancer Pre¬ 
vention Week doctors and survivors 
highlighted the importance of get¬ 
ting a smear test and picking up the 
disease in its early stages. 

Nationwide statistics suggested 
more than a third of 25 to 29 year 
olds are not getting tested regularly. 

Oxford woman Dr Sally Smith was 
diagnosed 29 years ago when she 
was 24, following a smear test. 

She underwent surgery on her 
cervix and has been free from can¬ 
cerous cells since. 

Dr Smith, the chief executive of 
charity Peeple, said: “I believe that 
smear test saved my life. 

“I would encourage other women 
to go. It is never a pleasant proce¬ 
dure, but it is very quick. Normally 
the particular nurse is very expe¬ 
rienced in performing the test and 
over the years it has become less 
unpleasant.” 


The NHS said the number of wom¬ 
en dying from cervical cancer has 
halved in the past 28 years as a re¬ 
sult of NHS screening and improve¬ 
ments in treatment. 

But the rate of women aged 25 to 
64 being screened in Oxfordshire 
dropped from 74 per cent in 2013/14 
to 72 per cent last year, while the 
rate of 25 to 49 year olds dropped to 
70 per cent. 

Hairdresser Amanda Trott, from 


Thame, went for further tests after 
a smear test in late 2012 showed 
some abnormalities. 

A biopsy found cancerous cells 
and she was operated on in 2013 and 
has been in remission since. 

The 48-year-old mum-of-two said: 
“If I had left my smear test any 
longer I would not be here. 

“I am always banging on to every¬ 
one about how important it is. 

“It is only five minutes and it 


might be slightly uncomfortable, 
but nothing is as uncomfortable as 
having to go through chemotherapy. 
That five minutes could save your 
life.” 

In Oxfordshire the incidence of 
cervical cancer is 8.9 in ever 100,000 
women each year. 

Cervical screening tests - com¬ 
monly known as smear tests - are 
offered to all women aged between 
25 and 64 who are registered with 


a GP. Women from 25 to 49 are in¬ 
vited for a test every three years 
and women from 50 to 64 every five 
years. 

Former Abingdon GP Prit Buttar 
said younger women should not be 
complacent about their risk of de¬ 
veloping the disease. 

He said: “Generally speaking if 
you look at cancers, the younger 
you develop them the more aggres¬ 
sive they tend to be. 

“A woman who develops it in her 
20s could be in a lot of trouble. 

“If you are picking these things 
up early it is very important.” 

Dr Buttar added that women were 
sometimes put off getting the test 
by its reputation for being uncom¬ 
fortable. 

He said: “You might hear the odd 
horror story of people with uncom¬ 
fortable smear tests, but you do not 
hear from the majority of women 
who had a comfortable one.” 

The NHS wants to see at least 80 
per cent of eligible women screened 
for cervical cancer and has called 
on GP surgeries to increase aware¬ 
ness. 

Josie Peacock from Wallingford, 
who underwent major surgery for 
the disease in April 2011, said it 
was important that all women were 
aware of the risks. 

She said: “If you are scared or 
anxious take somebody with you. 
The dentist is worse. I have two 
daughters and I will make sure they 
always keep up with their tests. Go 
for a smear test and, if you are in 
any doubt, make sure you follow it 
up.”

Pay your GP for spare-time jobs

allow doctors to charge for 
treatment not done on NHS

FAMILY doctors should be able 
to earn extra cash by charging 
for some treatments in their 
spare time, a former Oxford 
medic has suggested. 

Oxfordshire’s local medical com¬ 
mittee (LMC), which represents 
NHS GPs in the county, has begun 
drawing up a system in which doc¬ 
tors can treat and charge patients 


so as not to conflict with their con¬ 
tractual arrangements with the 
NHS. 

Former Abingdon GP and Oxford¬ 
shire LMC chairman Dr Prit Buttar, 
pictured right, said: “The purpose 
of this is to get around a ridiculous 
restriction that stops GPs charging 
their own patients for stuff, even if 
the NHS doesn’t fund it. 

“I’m an ex-surgeon and I can do 
minor cosmetic work and other 
procedures, which aren’t available 
on the NHS, but I’m not allowed to 
charge my patients for it.” 

To get around the problem the 
LMC has proposed that GPs offer 
services to patients through a third- 
party company, which would take 
payment from patients and pay GPs 


for their time. 

Contraceptive fittings, minor 
operations and appointments on 
Saturdays and Sundays are among 
the services that could be paid for, 
with a mole removal likely to cost 
between £100 and £200. 

Dr Buttar said: “Through this 
mechanism, people who would have 
to pay for treatment anyway can 
get it with someone they know and 
trust. It is stupid we have to resort 
to these sorts of gymnastics to get 
around the rule.” 

The scheme was borne out of frus¬ 
tration with a lack of Government 
funding in primary care. 

GP practice funding per patient 
per year is at £146 nationally but in 
Oxfordshire, a relatively expensive 


county, this drops to £92. 

Dr Buttar said: “That’s less than 
two tanks of fuel, or six months’ 
worth of Sky subscriptions. 

“That’s why Deer Park in Witney 
is closing and Kennington is falling 
over. It’s a grossly inadequate sum.” 

It is hoped that such a scheme 
could start by the end of 2017 and 
roll out elsewhere in the country. 

Dr Buttar, who retired from the 
Abingdon Surgery after 16 years 
last December, said: “We have con¬ 
sulted GPs across the country via 
the LMC. There has been guarded 
interest. 

“Some are very against it because 
they feel it strikes at the foundation 
of the NHS, but there comes a time 
when you get fed up with waiting 



for jam tomorrow. You do whatever 
you need to do to make your prac¬ 
tice sustainable and viable.” 

Dr Chaand Nagpaul, the BMA’s 
General Practitioners 
Committee chair¬ 
man, said: “Ir¬ 
respective of 
this scheme, 
the immedi¬ 
ate priority 
is for Govern¬ 
ment to address 
the incredible 
pressure on GP 
services, which 
is facing a short 
age of several 
thousand 
doctors.”

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Uneven drama’s dull lustre 


GOLD (15,121 mins) Drama/ 
Romance. Matthew 
McConaughey, Edgar Ramirez, 
Bryce Dallas Howard, Toby

EXCHANGE rates rise and fall 
but a precious metal like gold 
never seems to lose its lustre. 

Stephen Gaghan’s drama of 
corporate greed and 
misinformation is mined from a 
true story that sent shockwaves 
through the US stock market. 

A haphazard script melts down 
outlandish facts and casts them 
with dramatic flourishes into a 
rags-to-riches fairytale 
anchored by a scene-stealing 
performance from Matthew 
McConaughey as a rogue gold 
prospector. 

Gold is a curious alloy of 
madness and melancholy that 
struggles to generate dramatic 
momentum between solid set 
pieces. 

In 1988, prospector Kenny 
Wells (McConaughey) presides 
over the faltering family 
business - Washoe Mining 
Corporation - in Reno, Nevada. 

Kenny and his associates 
sweat blood and tears from their 
makeshift office, the local bar, 
where Kenny’s doting girlfriend 
Kay (Bryce Dallas Howard) 
serves drinks. 

One alcohol-fuelled night, 
Kenny has a vivid dream about 
Indonesia and, on a whim, he 
pawns Kay’s watch to fly east, 
where he hopes to persuade 
geologist Michael Acosta (Edgar 
Ramirez) to join him on a 
madcap quest into the jungle. 

Kenny invests every last cent 
to drill core samples and send 
them down river for analysis in 
the hope that gold lurks beneath 
the jungle canopy 

Miraculously, one sample 
shows traces of the precious 
metal and it seems that Kenny 
and Michael have stumbled 
upon an untapped reserve worth 
millions of dollars. 

New York investment banker 
Brian Woolf (Corey Stoll) woos 


Kenny in order to secure a slice 
of the golden pie, while 
cutthroat rival prospector Mark 
Hancock (Bruce Greenwood) 
jealously observes the 
negotiations. 

Gold wisely invests in a 
charismatic leading man, 
capable of polishing an uneven 
plot to a dull glister.

We are all slaves to those 10 
ounces of throbbing muscle, 
savouring every flutter of 
pleasure in the knowledge that, 
inevitably, there will be 
murmurs of pain as we mourn 
those closest to us. 

Loving is a handsomely crafted 
drama about two mild- 
mannered, yet courageous souls 
from opposite sides of the racial 
divide in late 1950s Virginia, 
who followed their hearts in 
strict defiance of The Racial 
Integrity Act, which 
criminalized interracial 
marriages in the state. 

The unerring devotion of 
Richard Loving to his wife 
Mildred led to a landmark 1967 
legal ruling by the US Supreme 
Court that finally overturned 
decades of prejudice. 

Jeff Nichols’ script draws 
inspiration from Nancy 
Buirski’s celebrated 2011 
documentary The Loving Story 
and invents some peripheral 
characters for the sake of 
dramatic expediency, without 
weakening the emotional wallop 
of the film’s final act.
